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Whence Came the Mississippi College Alma Mater? 


A t most colleges in the first quarter of the twentieth 
century increasing intercollegiate competition 
in athletics, debate, music and other areas led to 
increasing enthusiasm in school spirit. The Mississippi 
College teams did well in competition, and in 1920 the 
student body proudly adopted the name "Choctaws" to 
exemplify the spirit of its teams and students. In another 
expression of school spirit, institutions were adopting alma 
mater's, if they did not have one already. 

Alma Mater (Latin for “fostering mother ”) 
was a respectful and. affectionate term 
for one’s college or university. 


It was also in the 1920s that students and faculty 
became concerned that so many comparable institutions 
had appropriate school songs and MC had none. They 
encouraged composers to submit compositions for 
consideration. Several proofs were written between 1923 
and 1925, but the response was unenthusiastic. 


T hen came the proud celebrations of Mississippi 
College's centennial year of 1926-27. With the 
repeated recognition of a distinguished past and 
with the completion of three new buildings at once, pointing 
toward a promising future, the calls for an appropriate 
alma mater increased. Prof. George H. Mackie, director 
of the band and orchestra, and an accomplished composer, 
decided to tackle the task. He worked long and hard as he 
wrote the words and composed the music. 

On Tuesday night, October 18, 1927 the proposed alma 
mater was sung before the student body, and on Wednesday 
morning it was played and sung again in chapel before the 
students and faculty. It was adopted unanimously, with the 
provision that, if a competing composition were submitted 
within the next two weeks, it would be considered. None 
were offered. 

Everyone seemed to agree with the Collegian's 
observation that the school was "completely captivated by 
the beautiful music and the still more beautiful words." 
They also observed that this song was worth the long wait.

T he oldest available information concerning the Mississippi 
College Band is a picture supposedly taken in 1910. A group 
of twenty-four men are seated on the steps of Lowrey Hall. 
There aren't many instruments: four clarinets, two alto saxophones, 
four cornets, two trumpets, three trombones, one euphonium, two 
French horns, three tubas, and three percussionists. 

One hundred years later, Mississippi College's bands continue 
to entertain the crowds. The band program currently is home to the 
marching band, symphonic band and jazz band. The MC marching 
band performs at home football games while the symphonic and jazz 
bands give performances throughout the year on campus as well as 
in the community.

T he Mississippi College Singers is a 50-55 voice 
auditioned ensemble that is the premier choral group 
of the department of music. Presenting a diverse 
repertoire of accompanied and unaccompanied literature, 
this choir has performed throughout the United States and 
abroad, with recent concert engagements in England, Italy, 
and Slovenia. In May 2008, Singers presented concerts 
in Leipzig, Prague and Vienna, including the famed St. 
Thomaskirche in Leipzig. Past performances include 
feature concerts at the annual meeting of the Mississippi 
Convention of American Choral Directors Association and 


Music Educators National Conference in 2002 and 2007, 
Mississippi Day at the Washington National Cathedral 
in April 2003, and the 2004 ACDA Southern Division 
Convention in Nashville. The choir received the prestigious 
invitation to perform on the program of the ACDA National 
Convention in Los Angeles in 2005 and performed John 
Rutter's Requiem in Carnegie Hall in April 2006 under the 
baton of Dr. Meaders. Following a January 2008 concert 
in Carnegie Hall, Singers returned to the ACDA Southern 
Division Convention in March for a performance in 
Louisville's Kentucky Center for the Arts.
